pounds of sugar Into a smooth gran­ 
ite saucepan with one and one-half 
cupfula of water and one-fourth of a 
teaspoonful of cream of tartar. 
Stir 
until the sugar Is dissolved then heat 
gradually to the boiling point and boil 
q ptll a soft ball which will just keep 
Its shape (when tried in cold water) 
la formed. By the thermometer it will 
be 238 degrees Fahrenheit. 
After a 
few minutes’ boiling, sugar will ad­ 
here to the sides of the saucepan and 
form grains; these should be washed 
down with a small cloth fastened to a 
fork and dipped into hot water. This 
may be done with the hand if dipped 
into cold water and the tips of the fin­ 
gers used to wash off the sides of the 
pan. 
Being q uickly done there is no 
danger of burning.

Who were the Hessians? 
Why did 
they come over here in the Revolu­ 
tion to fight England’s battles? 
In 
sending them, did England do an un­ 
speakable, unheard-of thing? 
What 
did our forefathers of the Revolution 
think about them? 
What was 
the 
chief effect of their coming? 
England hired them and sent them 
because she could not raise at home 
an army large enough to attend to all 
her military necessities in many parts 
of the world and 
to 
suppress the 
American Revolution 
at 
the 
same 
time. 
The people of England 
were 
far from unanimous in support 
of 
the war. and there was no rush to the 
recruiting 
stations 
when 
soldiers 
were sought to take up arms against 
men of English descent 
who 
were 
fighting for principles which seemed 
perfectly sound to many 
people 
in 
England. 
Hence help 
had 
to 
be 
sought elsewhere. 
No, England did not do an unheard- 
of thing in hiring the Hessians. Signs 
reading “Soldiers 
For 
Sale” 
very 
properly might have been displayed 
at many points in Europe one 
hun­ 
dred and fifty years ago, but they did 
not go about it in just that way. Eng­ 
land’s parliament debated the ques­ 
tion of hiring mercenaries furiously 
and at length, but when the decision : 
was reached to do it, there was noth­ 
ing new about it, except one thing.

First, they tried Holland, but Hoi- J 
land returned an emphatic negative,! 
though a polite one. Then they tried 
Russia and for a brief time expected 
success there, but were in the end dis­ 
appointed. 
Then offers 
of business i 
came from Germany—not from 
the ; 
German nation as such, but from cer-, 
tain independent principalities whose j 
rules could at that time literally bar­ 
gain away the lives of their subjects 
at whatever price they chose to ask. 


Thus bargains were made in the win­ 
ter of 1776 with the duke Hesse-Cas- 
sel and other 
lesser monarchs for 
some thirty thousand men, and

came from 
Hesse-Cassel, the

“Hessians” 
was son applied to ail. 
Now as to the one thing about this 
transaction which was new. 
Let two 
English historians state it in 
their 
own words. 
Says Trevelyan:

Englishmen came but slowly for- 
waid to support

arms 
the 
cause of the ministers'; and for 
those ministers to 
tempt 
Ger­ 
many into the ring by preposter­ 
ously lavish offers 
of 
English 
treasure was to play the 
game 
unfairly. Such was the view held 
by 
the 
colonists in 1775; and 
that view has 
ever 
since been 
taken by our historians. 
Says Lecky: 
The conduct of England in hir­ 
ing German mercenaries to sub­ 
due the essentially English popu­ 
lation beyond the Atlantic made 
reconeilation hopeless, and 
the 
Declaration of Independence 
in­ 
evitable.—K. C. Star.

If you lose and you don’t 
know why. ask the Judge (after he 
leaves the ring) if he will kindly tell 
you the good and bad points of your 
dog. 
Usually he will be willing to do 
so. Take his criticisms without argu­ 
ment and try to profit by them. 
“There Is a collie kennel up in north­ 
ern New Jersey that has this printed 
motto: 
“ T o Win

“Keep that motto In mind when you 
go to a dog show.

“A dog show Is different from sny 
other kind of sport

CANDY MAKING 


This is the season of the year when 
the family likes to dabble in candy 
making. 
The following 
are a few suggestions 
which may be helpful: 
Fondant, the fouudation 
of all French candies, la 
very simple to make and 
a thermometer Is not 
necessary, though the re­ 
sults are much more ac­ 
curate when one is used. 
Fondant.—Put 
two 
aud one-half 
pounds of sugar into a smooth gran­ 
ite saucepan with one and one-half 
eupfula of water and one-fourth of a 
teaipoonful of cream of tartar. 
Stir 
nntll the sugar la dissolved then heat 
gradually to the boiling point and boil 
uptil a soft ball which will just keep 
Its shape (when tried In cold water) 
Is formed. By the thermometer It will 
be 238 degrees Fahrenheit. 
After a 
few minutes* boiling, sugar will ad­ 
here to the sides of the saucepan and 
form grains; these should be washed 
down with a small cloth fastened to a 
fork and dipped into hot water. This 
may be done with the hand if dlpianl 
into cold water and the tips of the fin­ 
gers used to wash off the »Ides of the 
pan. 
Being quickly done there is no 
danger of burning. 
When boiled to 
the »oft ball stage, pour out on an 
oiled or lightly buttered marble slab 
or large platter. Let stand until It is 
cold enough to bear the finger dipped 
into it. 
Stir with a wooden spoon, 
scraping from the outside, working ft 
well until a creamy mass ts formed, 
then knead with the hands and place 
the ball of fondant Into a buttered 
bowl, cover with waxed paper and set 
away for a few days to ripen. 
Now 
the fondant Is ready for any kind of 
flavor, color, fruit or nut*. Bits rolled 
Into balls may be dipped tnto choco­ 
late, making the old-fashioned choco­ 
late cream. 
Flavored, rolled into a 
ball aud flattened, decorated with fruit 
or nuts, we have the bon bon. Placed 
In layers in a mold, then cut Into 
slicee, a most beautiful tutti-frutti ta 
the result.

that view has

since U*en 
taken by our historians. 
Says I^cky: 
The conduct of England in hir­ 
ing German mercenaries to sub­ 
due the essentially English popu­ 
lation beyond the Atlantic made 
reeoncilation hopeless, and

Declaration of Independence 
in­

“If You Can’t B« a Good Loser, Don’t Exhibit at a Dog Show." 
N 


OT since the measlea epidemic 
had any Infection swept Vine 
street so virulently as did the 
dog ahow virus on the day when the 
local papers first announced that the 
city's kennel club was to hold Its au 
nual show, six weeks hence. 
Vine street had not gone dog-rnnd 
until after the last year's show Since 
then nearly every family on that pretty 
residence street had acquired a thor 
oughbred and pedigreed dog of some 
breed or other; and each family sol 
emnly believed Its own dog to be the 
finest on earth 
Old Man Negley'a everyday tabors 
aa lawn-cutter and furnace-tender had 
been varied by those of wholesale ex 
pert adviser aa soon as It was learned 
he had once been a professional dog 
breeder and a hanger-on at shown 
Now that there was a city dog show 
In prospect, the old man was more in 
demand than ever before 
All Vine 
street was consulting him For. though 
Vine street was dog daft. Vine street 
had little practical knowledge of dogs 
and no practical knowledge at alt of 
dog shows 
Every family wanted to 
exhibit Its own dog at the show and 
no family had any dear knowledge of 
ths right procedure. 
Accordingly, one evening Old Man 
Negley was asked to stop In at Colo­ 
nel Prouse's, (where a group oi neigh 
bora bad gathered) to answer some few 
thousand questions and to give wise 
counsel aa to the ahow. 
T o begin with.” said the old dog- 
man. after aervlug patiently aa a ta r­ 
get for queries for some minutes, "to 
begin with, this Is to be a one-day 
open-air show. 
T hat’s why I'm not 
advising any of you to keep your dogs 
away from It—even the young dogs 
that are most apt to get dlstem|*er. At 
an open air show. If you'll use a very 
few simple precautions, your dog Is In 
no danger. At every show—especially 
at a show that lasts more than one 
day—there's a certain amount of risk 
that your dog mny get dlstemi>er. And 
If he gets It, there's pretty near an 
even chance that he’ll die. 
“It 
was much 
worse 
before the 
American 
Kennel 
dub 
started 
Its 
splendid battle against distemper at 
■bows, and It’ll be much better when 
the American Kennel club has com 
pie ted 
Its 
wise 
precaution* 
But 
there’s still some danger that a dog 
will come back from a show with the 
germs of his death upon him. 
“There wouldn’t be any such danger, 
either. If exhibitors were sportsmen 
•oougb to keep their dogs away from 
shows unless ths dogs were In first 
rats health, and not to show them any­ 
where for months after there has been 
distemper in their kennels. The Amerl 
can Kennel dub Is making It danger- 
•us for crooks who do that. 
“Here’s an almost sure way to keep 
your dog from getting distemper at a 
one-day show : In the first place, don’i 
lot him touch noses with any dog there 
or drink out of a pan that any other 
dog has drunk out of. 
Don’t let him 
sniff at the ground, In the exercise 
ring or anywhere else 
Keep h'm out 
•f drafts. 
T h e minute he gets home, put some 
grain alcohol on a wad of cotton wool 
and sponge Ids Ups and nose and the 
bottoms of his feet. 
Then brush hltti 
thoroughly and rub some finked nap- 
thallne Into his coat (or powdered 
camphor balls) and then give him a 
tableapoonful of castor oil. 
I did all 
that with doxens of my dogs after 
ahows and none of them got distem­ 
per from going there. 
“Make your dog as comfortable at 
you can at the show 
Just remember 
tfs no fun for them. 
You take him 
tbore so people will admire him and 
■o he’ll maybe get blue ribbons and 
cash prixes and perhaps a silver cup. 
But there's nothing In It fer the dog 
himself. 
He la scared and confused 
aad tired, and he Is risking his life— 
fcll for your glory 
Give him as easy 
BB ordeal as you can. 
Stay near his 
bench. See he has plenty of fresh wa­ 
ter at all time 
T h ere Is another thing: 
If 


can’t be a good loser, don’t exhibit at 
a dog show 
Every one can’t win. 
If 
the judge gives you a fourth-prlse rlh 
bon Instead of the first-prize rlhbor 
you think you deserve, take It and hh> 
politely: 
Thank you. Judge.’ 
“Don’t scowl over the bitter dose, 
and don’t go around afterward saying 
the Judge Is a find or a crank 
The 
chances are twenty to one that he Is 
honest, and flve-to-one that he Is com­ 
petent 
If you lose and you don’t 
know why. ask the Judge (after he 
leaves the ring) If he will kindly tell 
you the good and bad points of your 
dog 
Usually he will he willing to do 
so. 
Take his criticisms without argu­ 
ment and try to profit by them. 
“There la a collie kennel up In north­ 
ern New Jersey that has thla printed 
motto: 
“ T o 
Win 
Without 
Boasting; 
to 
Lose Without Excuses.’ 
"Keep that motto In mind when yon 
go to a dog show. 
Especially, don't 
knock the dog that Is placed ahead of 
yours. 
“A dog show Is different from any 
other kind of sport. 
For Instance, at 
a ball game, or a horse race, or a ten­ 
nis match or any other contest, a ten- 
year-old child can tell who wins. But 
In a dog show the decision Is all In 
the Judge’s brain. 
*Of -course, there are certain stand 
ards of type that he’ll stick to. 
And 
he’ll pick out only the htgh-class dogs 
But one Judge may like one good dog 
and another Jndge may like another; 
one may win over the other at one 
show, while the second dog may win 
over the first, at the next show. 
I think th at’s what makes dog 
showing so exciting. 
It Is more like 
gambling than nearly any other sport 
For Instance, I have seen a dog get 
third and fourth In his classes at half 
a dozen shows; and then, under some 
other Judge, get winners, beating all 
the dogs that had been beating him 
right along. 
It Is all as that particu 
lar Judge happ, us to see It 
“So If yon lose at one show, you 
may win at the next 
And If your 
dogs don’t win at all, Just remember 
this: 
"There are only a few showa in the 
year. 
But your dog Is your chum and 
guard and housemate for 365 days In 
the year 
And It Is a million times 
better to have a dog that Is a loyal 
chum and who Is no good In a show 
than to have the finest show-dog on 
earth who Is no good as a pal 
"Yea, It’s nice to win blue ribbons. 
But It’s not worth losing a good dog’s 
life for 
And It Is not anywhere near 
as nice as to have a dog (mongrel or 
thoroughbred) that Is your friend and 
companion and loves you. 
T hat’s the 
chief use of a dog. 
"If your dog Is a companion and 
guard for you and Is clever and obedl 
ent. It doesn’t m atter whether he is 
show-spedmen or not. He’s worth his 
keep, and he’s worth being proud of,

Activities of Fidac 
During the Past Year 
During the past year considerable 
progress has been made In assuring 
the former service men of the World 
war a voice in deciding questions of 
peace and war, according to a report 
from 
international 
headquarters 
of 
Fldac at Paris which has been ra- 
celved by national headquarters of the 
Americau Legion. 
Representation at the fifth arms 
conference at Geneva, closer co-opera­ 
tion with the League of Nations, addi­ 
tion of a woman's auxiliary and of a 
number of new member associations 
and work in ascertaining public opin­ 
ion In allied and former enemy coun­ 
tries, especially following the election 
of Von Hlndenburg as president of 
Germany, are among the accomplish­ 
ments set forth. 
Fidac advocated the calling of a 
fifth arms conference. 
The confer­ 
ence was held at Geneva last May. 
Fldac was by Invltutlon officially rep­ 
resented at the conference. 
The organisation was asked by the 
League of Nations to assist In select­ 
ing a veteran to represent former 
service men In the Information section 
of the league. 
When Field Marshal 
von 
Hlnden­ 
burg was elected president of the Ger­ 
man republic, the permanent commit­ 
tee on propaganda of Fldac took up 
an Investigation as to the public reac­ 
tion to his election In both allied and 
former enemy countries. 
Their report 
contributed to lessen anxiety felt In 
certain places as to the possible ef­ 
fects of the election. 
Two French and four Polish veter­ 
ans’ associations, with a 
combined 
membership of 580,000, were admitted 
to membership. 
Plans for the forma 
tion of a woman’s auxiliary to Fldac 
occupied much thought during the 
year. 


Deedg 160-Acre Farm to 
American Legionnairee 
A freak use of the law to prevent 
mortgaged property from falling Into 
the hands of creditors was resorted 
to by a resident of Iowa, who deeded 
a 100-acre furrn to the 700,000 Ameri­ 
can Legionnaires In the country. 
The moiety eonveyed to each mem 
ber of the Legion was Infinitesimal 
while the expense to each of them In 
executing, acknowledging and record 
lag Instruments of conveyance would 
several times exceed the value of the 
property. 
The court held the deed 
void but not criminal.
